Thatisapeece 
of ſeruice not to be negleRed in his time. I haue there ſet down 
all the vpſtart Religions in this Lande. The Anabaptiſts; the 
Familie of Loue ; the ſeauen capitall harcſies for which ſome 
haue beene executed of late yecres in Suffolke the diuerſities 
_ of Puritans and Martiniſts , wyth anumber more which you 
ſhall heare of whenthat Booke is Printed, Alamentable ſpec- 
tacle it will be to ſee ſo many faces inone hoode. 'But GOD 
knoweth (before whom I ſtande) I defire not tocalt it out as a 
blocke in the waies of men, for any to ſtumble at,or to ſtand ar 
defiance with all Region; but as a Sca-marke to diſcouer the 
quick-fands of newe Religions.

to viſite England,& during the time of his remaining here, he 
found ſo many blind Sets and Religions withinthe Landchae

that beeingonce lightned, looked "5p 4 to that Scicihan, A+#- 
na, that ſpucs vppe {moake and ſulphure into the worlde, to 
put out the eyes of men; Vnhappic Englande, thatby the: dis 
vcrlities of opinions in Religion, ſette ſo many handes: wh hys 
ſhoulders to thruſt him downe,that was ſo ready witha'tume; 
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to ouerturne, Howe theſe newe pampred factions at this day, 
haue ſhaken the harts of many of her Maicſties louing peo- 
ple, and made them Chamzlion like, capable of any fayth ſaue 
the right; Lleaue it to them that looke into it. 4 AR. Take 
heede what you ay, it is a common reporte that the faftion of 
Anremifenc hath mightie freends. 
P AS. Thats a bragge Marforins, yet if there be any ſuch, 
I ſhall finde them inthe ende,, and againſt the next Parlia- 
ment, I wyll picke out a time to r them. Though they 
were as high as the maſte,asſure as the racking, as profitable 
as the fraught, and as neceſſary as the ſayles, when the ſhyppe 
isim danger, ouetboord with all. What meaning ſocuer ſome 
merthauc init; Tam aſſured, that it can neither {tand with po- 
hcie not with Religion, tonouriſh any fation incmill matters, 
much leſſen matters belonging to the Church.

grownde, yet they neuer wentts the wall, till they grew to be the faQti- 
fa&tious, & fell to taking one another by the throate. Giue me ———

A faftionin aKingdome may well be compared to a ſpark

- It reare itſelfe, vp to great houſes, Pallaces, & Princes Caquuees, 
and at laſt it rageth and ouerruns whole Citties & Countries, 
- without quenching,before they be viterly ouerthrowne. In the 
time of Iuſtinian the Emperor, about the credite and aduaunce« 
ment of two colours, Blewe and Greene, there grewe in Con- 
ſtantinople two mightie f4Rions, which made ſuch a head the 
one againſt the other, thatin one day it coſt many thouſandes 
of men their liues, and the Emperour himſelfe was brought in 
great hazard, both of his Empire and his owne perſon, , 
as light 'an occaſion in the Dukedome of Florence, for the 
two.collours of Blacke and Whyte, very peſtilent quarrels be- 
gan chere, andthe factions of the Bianchi and the Neri, brea» 
ing forth like a lightning out*f the Clowdes, ſcourde & was 
ſtedthe Country where they went. Theſe were but litle ſparks 
inthe ruſhes, that cuery man treadeth on, and yery tryflesat 
the firſt, yet you ſee howe foule a Cockatrice may be hatcht of 
ſo (mall anegge.

The Chronicles of Englande, and the daylic encloſurgs of 
Commons in the Land, teach vs ſufficiently, howe inclinable 
che _ ſort of the people are to rowtes, ryots, commori- 
ons, infurreQions,and plaine rebellions when they grow brain- 
ficke, or any new toy taketh them in the head :theyneede no 
T raxars nor Marr to encreaſe their giddines. It ſhould ſeeme 
chat the Prior of Fraunce, (a man now dead) had gotten 
ſame taſte of theyr diſpoſition, when in a Sonet that hee made 
for his own pleaſure, copaint out the natures of all Nations, he 
touche the pryde, the wantonnes, the mutabilitie, arid the mu- 
tinies of the tard, the Italian, the French, and the Scorch+ 
man, andto the ſhame of this Nation, hee giues the Engliſhe a 
daſh ouer the face with a blacke coale, and fayth:T raytre An- 
lai, the Engliſh man'is a Traytor. This is the! grounde., the 
Popes and the King of Spayne , theſe yeeres haue cho- 
ſen to themſclues to worke and vſed the Engliſh in-no- 
thing more,then in matters of high treaſon.
